standing, he shall not be permitted to advance with his class, or if allowed 
to go on at the discretion of the Faculty, he shall be put upon conditions, 
and shall not be considered a candidate for graduation until he shall have 


made up his deficiency. 


It is intended, in the assignment of lessons, to occupy the time of each 
student with three studies daily. He will, therefore, be required to 
carry on this number, besides Rhetorical exercises, unless excused by 
the Faculty.

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SESSION. 


There is one continuous session of thirty-nine weeks, beginning on 
the first Thursday in September, of each year, and one summer vacation 
of thirteen weeks. This session is divided with reference to studies and 
the payment of term bills, into three terms of thirteen weeks each. The 
session opens with prayer in the chapel on Thursday, at Io o’clock, a. m., 
at which exercise each student is expected to be present, and from which 
time the account of attendance willbe reckoned. Recitations commence 
on the next Monday, at S a. m., the intervening time being given for the 


arrangement of rooms, examinations, ete. 
EXPENSES. 


It is the constant aim of the authorities of this Institution to keep the 
expenses of a thorough education so low as to enable any young person 
of good health and habits, who is really desirous of obtaining a liberal 
education, to complete a course of study in this College. Many advan- 
tages possessed here justify the claim that no person well endowed with 
mental capacity, and exhibiting real energy, will be compelled to leave 
for want of means. In many instances students by rigid economy make 
their necessary expenses even less than indicated below. 

By means of Boarding Clubs, students are enabled to secure board at 
actual cost, viz;—$7 to $10 permonth. Ministerial students are also aided 
by means of the Illinois Baptist Education Society. Opportunities for 


employment frequently offer themselves to young men. 
Board costs from $2 to $3 per week. 
Fuel costs from $10 to $15 per year. 
Lights cost from $3 to $5 per year. 
Washing at 75 ceuts per dozen, from $15 to $18 per year. 
Text books cost from $6 to $20.
